The following account of the most 
frightful accident, so far us the loss of 
life ia eoiicerned, known in the history 
of the Orcgoiiian Railway Ic Naviga- 
tion branch of tho Union Pacific, of 
which a brief account was published 
Wednesday, and which occurred at 
bridge No. G8 over Williams Creek, 
near tlie Cascade locks and l!oiiiieville, 
Sunday morning, ia taken from the 
Post-Iutelligencor. The railroad com- 
pany 1ms been endeavoring in vain to 
estalilisli telegraphic iiitercourao with 
Ca.scaile since Friday, so Snperiiiteii- 
deiit Johnson determined to send a boat 
to the scene of the disaster and bring 
tlie injured, if necessary, as well as 
passengers on tho delayed tiaiiia to tliis 
city. At G o'clock yesterday morning 
the boat started for Caacatle. 

^Vhile Htcaming up the Columbia and 
juat opposite MuUnonii^ta:. falls the boat 
was hailed by sonie one who waa rowing 
down the stream, in a small boat. He 
waa taken aboard and waa found to be 
one of tbe delayed east-ljound passeii- 
gora, Mr. K. Cannon, of tbe Northweat 
Electric company of this city, who loft 
Baker City on Friday evening last. 
From him tlie following details of the 
dreadful accident on .Sunday morning 
were obtained : The train passed over 
bridge No. 46, over Williams creek, 
where the accident occurred, on Satur- 
day afternoon about .S o'clock. After 
encountering a slide to the west of the 
bridge, they had returned to the Cas- 
cade locks until the slidecouldbe cleared. 

An engine and caboose, which hud 
been brought from The Dalles, were 
coupled on, and with the crew of the 
puaaenger train and a number of section 
men, auout thirty-five, started out to 
clear the sUde. Crossiug the bridge to 

whiintiiey ire£uru'ed to the Cascade locks 
for the night. 

Next morning (Sunday) the same 
men, with nn engine, tender, caboose 
uid uecoaaary luula, started for the 
slide. The aeotion men were in the 
caboose. Engineer Jack George aud 
Fireman (leorgc Biivcry were in the 
cab, and Brakeinan lien E. Merrick was 
ataiiding in the gangway. Just ua the 
engine had about cleared the treatle, 
which was some fifty feet in length, the 
uiider])iiining supporting the socoiid and 
third west bents was washed away by 
the roaring torrent and under went the 
caboose with its load of hiiiiiau beings 
It pitched headlong dowu the ravine, 
fifty feet below. 

Nothing but the presence of mind of 
Engineer George prevented the engine 
from going down. When be felt some- 
thing wrong he looked back and saw the 
cabooso swaying. He pulled the throttle 
open and juat succeeded in reaching 
terra lirnia, with hia two back driving 
wheels hanging clear off tlie track, as 
the mass went to tbe bottom of the ra- 
vine with a eraah.

Sealley were taken to The 
Dalles for treatment and tbe real le- 
inaiiiod at the locks.

The finding of the canoe leads lo tlio 
inevitable conclusion that it wuh 
swamped during the recent storms and 
all its oocupanta were lost. They wero 
nine in number, all Saaiiieli Indiana, 
among the number being old Chief 
.Sepitaa, one of the best known Indians 
on Vancouver Island. 

Sepitas' party waa composed of Ins 
two sons, Ocean and August, hia wifo, 
tho wife of tlio younger sou, two Vic- 
toria Indians, Jim Jackson and Old Man 
Willie, and two Mud Bay Indiana. 

Becoming anxious for ihe safety of 
their comrades, the Indians ou the Vic- 
toria ranohere sent out searching parties 
every day since Sunday last, and it was 
one of these searching parties that 
found the empty canoe.

It is, it appears, impoaaiil^ for tli> 
Organ of tho Oppoaitiou to tell tli. 
truth. It cannot resi.it tlit> temptalioi. 
to mis-state and misrepresent. Its 
violations of ' the truth are so frequent 
and so impudent that we are alinosi 
weary of directing atteutiou to thoin 
In Wednesday's iasuo it suya that if W( 
»re to believe Thk Uolbnist all thi 
papers of the proviuue support thi 
Robtou Uovernnient. Then it asks, 
"Has it really come to this that tfai 
newspapers of Britiah Columbia havi 
saoriliced their inilopendonoe for Gov 
amnient pap." According to onr con 
temporary no newspapur can aay a goou 
word for the tiovernment uiilas* it. 
favorable criticisms are well paici 
for. We are proud to know thsi 
the Times does its contemporaries u 
grievous injuatice. Tho newspapers ol 
Britiah Columbia speak well of thi 
Govenuneiit when thoy aoa that it de- 
serves cumincndation and they condemi; 
the Opposition when they are ponvinceu 
that it merits censure. They do thit 
without thought of reward as independ- 
ent organs of public opinion. Tht- 
Opposition organ alaiidors its con- 
temporaries and grossly misrepresonti. 
what wo said regarding them. In com- 
mshting upon the favorable manner, in 
which the policy of tho Government was 
noticed by the press of the province we 
took especial care to show that some oi 
them do not support the Government. 
We said expressly that the Newa-Ad- 
--Tertiser is not a recognized supporter ot 
tha Government. Wa ": said that The 
Truth of Westinmster was not a Gov- 
ernment organ. But we did say that, 
with the exception of the Times, the 
newspapers of the province were fair 
and even generous in their criticisms of 
the present Governmeut. This is very 
ditlereut from claiming them us organs. 

Matters have come to a pretty pass 
in this province when an independent 
newspaper cannot say a favorable word 
of the courae pursued by tho Govern- 
ment in any matter without being re- 
proaohed by tho organ of the Opposition 
as being aubsidized. This ia what the 
Timea says of the papers which have 
lately commended the Qovemment and 
oondenmed the line of action taken by 
the Opposition. 

"The Governmeut organs are paid for 
their 'support' out of the taxes contrib- 
uted by tue poor f ar (tiers -Had ; by the 
miners .of the province. That iis, 
perhaps, the reason for so many 
newspapers being on the side of Robson 
& Go. It pays them." 

This is the meanest kind of criticism. 
There is not, \ye venture to say, a single 
newspaper in the province that dopendn 
to any considerable extent on Govern- 
ment patronage, If any one of thorn 
happouod to '.le iu so itniortunato a poai- 
tiou as to bo dependent on what it re- 
ceived from tho Government for means to 
maintain its existence it woiild die ' of 
inanition in a very short time. What 
the organ says about " pap " is the 
merest clap-trap. The Government 
has very little imleed to give 
newspapers. It keeps its own printing 
sitablishment and. all that it has to 
give in the shape of advertising would 
not go a very long way towards sup- 
porting one newspaper diHce. This the 
Times knows very well, bnt it thinks to 
bulldoze the independent newspapers by 
spreading tho report that llioee of them 
which say a word fav()r.il)le of the 
Administration are well paid out of the 
taiet paid by the poor farmers and by 
the miners of the province. It also 
flatters itself that tho "poor farmara" 
and minors will bo prejudiced against 
the papers which, according to it, are 
paid to support the Clovernnieiit. lint 
those farincra and miners know thiU 
Government pays the newspapers for 
the legitimate work which they do for 
it and for nothing else. It pays for itH 
advertising and other work just 
as other business concernn do, 
No one thinks of callinj.; what n 
newspaper proprietor gets from a busi- 
ness house for the work he ooes for it 
"pap," and why should the money 
which is psid for doing precisely the 
same kind of work for the Qoverument 
b« spoken of us if it was a crinio to re- 
ceive it? Tho attempt o/ the Tiiiiun to 
bring discredit on the newapii])erH of 
the province because they approve of 
what the Governmeut is doing is Ttry 
contemptible. There is not one of 
them, we venture to say, that Is not 
quite as independent as to tho opinions 
it expresses as is tho Times of Victoria. 
Wo have no desire to allude in suy way 
to the bnslnese of our conumporary or 



to tho moUves and influences which 
make it the Or^an <af the: Oppos/tion, 
but U it wishes its contemporaries to 

preserve a decent silence on such sub- 
jects it shotild refrain from attributing 
to them mercenary motives. 



PREJUDICED AND MALI0I0U8 

Uur evening contomporary permits its 
prejudices and its antipathies to bo alto- 
gether too conspicuous. It can never 
briiig itself to say a good word for the 
Hon. John Robaon, aud it is abundantly 
evident that one of tho principal articles 
of its political creed is that the Hon. 
Theodore Davio can do nothing right or 
with a propar motivs. A few days ago 
the Attorney-Goneral introduced a bi'l 
to chango the provincial opium license 
foe from $250 to $1(X). Ho spoke iu the 
most moderate way with regard to the 
bill and expressed his willingness to 
accept suggostiona from members on 
either side of the House. His rea- 
s for making tho change were 
purely economic. The high license now 
imposed brings no revenue, and ho was 
of opinion that if the liconso were 
lowered tho revenue would be bene- 
fitted and the illicit trade in opium 
stopped. The Leader of the Opposition 
took tho ground that the Chinese dealers 
would not pay tho lower license, btit his 
objections to tho bill were not at all 
strong, and they wore oxprcssod very 
mildly. Mr. Duck objected to the bill 
as it stood, because it would interfcro 
with the municipal regulations with 
respect to the sale of opium by encour- 
aging illicit traders to set up 
opium joints in tho suburbs 
just outside the town limit.'-. 
The Attornoy - General saw that 
there was some force in Mr. Duck': 
objection, and r.cccpted an umeudtncut 
which he made, but which was aftei - 
wards withdrawn because it was not cal - 
culated to accomplish tho end intended. 
But any one could see that Mr. Davie 
was not particular as to tho details ol 
his bill and that ho was as anxious a.- 
any one else that it would not act un 
favorably to the towns. He was quit< 
willing to accept any modification that 
would remove Mr. Duck's objection, 
which happens to bo the only one whicli 
the Times has to advance against the 
measure. The Attorney-General did nol 
think that the bill as it stood, 
if it became law, would have the effect 
which Mi'. Duok feared, but to satisfy 
him and others he was ready to accept 
any amendment that would be regarded 
by tho objectors themselves as efl'ective. 
Under «ui;li circumstances, for tho Timet- 
to accuse the Attorney-General of legis- 
lating in the interests of. a. class is sim- 
ply absurd. No one in the House wai-' 
so foolish as to prefer such an accusa 
tion. The member who would do so 
when Mr. Davie was so willing to find 
some way of meeting tha objection that 
had been urged against it would, not tc 
put to fine a point on it, make a fool of 
himsolf. But the Times does, without 
hesitation, what no member of the As- 
sembly was so stupid, so wanting in 
self-respect and so lost , to all sense of 
decency as to attempt. 

PROLIFIC LEGISLATORS. 

Tho legislators of the new State ol 
Washington appear determbed to make- 
a prodigal use of their recently acquired 
powers. They seem bound to give the 
yoiiug State laws enough to last it foi 
half a century. The members of the 
legislature do not hesitate to use the 
tactics of older, more experienced 
and presumably less scrupulous las\ 
makers. They may have some of the 
freshness but they have but little of the 
innocence of youth. Their industry has 
given considerable uneasiness to hose 
who have a regard for tho welfare of the 
-State. The Post Intelligencer begs 
them in all kindness to hold tlieir band. 
Its expostulations are almost pathetic. 
It says that 

"A few, a very few, laws are needed 
for putting into execution powers .' con- 
ferred upon the state and beritofore ex- 
ercised by the federal goVerhrhent or 
held in abeyance; and laws affording 
proper authority for - the adoption by 
our chief oities of charters adapted to 
their advanced condition und future 
prospects. Beyond this the people 
neither desire nor will approve your 
going." 

But the callow legislators do not ap- 
pear to have tlic least intention of fol- 
lowing such good advice. They are 
evidently under tho impression that 
the new state will not be able to get 
along unless they make laws for all 
classes und conditiona of men, aud for 
tho regulation of every interest in the 
community. Thoy have evidently, by 
tlioir fnssiueas, made the Po.it-IntcUi- 
gonoer tired, li has become weary of 
witnessing their attempts to become a 
second Provirteoce for the state that has 
been placed under their jurisdiction, 
for it goes on to say : 

"Class legislation, laws for the pro- 
tection of this, that, and tha other 
special interest, or to reflect as many 
cranky notions; medical bijls ' or '.'bills 
iigainat vagrant bulls and 'wild'J b'oars, 
liilU against Canadian thisUiM"and'' on 
3c:()res of similar subjeota can' with T)er- 
loot .safuty, and without the least' dan- 
ger of ]jul)lio disapproval, be relegated 
to the limlio of a convenient hereafter." 

It Hay.s in effect, "do what is neces- 
siiry unci nu more, and then go home 
und lake a rertl.'' But tho Logislntiire 
has ijo idea of being guided by tho com- 
iiton-setiRe : of Seattle's leading news- 
paper. They are bound to let the peo- 
ple of tho State of Woshington see that 
thoy know wh it is good for them and 
what Is hurtful, and that tlicy will com- 
pel them to walk in the w.iy that thoy 
bliuuld f^n. For instance, the wise men 
in Olyutpia see that this citizens of 
Washington swallow altogether too 
much patent medicine, that they drench 
thoniselves with preparations without 
ImTing the slightest idea as to what tlioy 
.ire composed of. 'I'hey have, therefoi-e, 
enacted a law making it illegal to sell 
nuy patent niedicine which shall not 
iiHve written'in English upon the label 
or wrapper thereof its full and accurate 
formula. The wise men of Washington 
State think that if the sick and those 
«-hi) imagine thoniselves sick know what 
it is they aro reconnnendod to swallow 
they will bo loss apt than thoy are to 
buy the drugs. But this is quite o 
mistake. Let thoi patient once take 
it into his head that there is a 
curative virtue in any substance what- 
ever, and he will use it readily whether 
he is familiar with its name or not. The 
Post-Intelligencer very properly pro- 
tests against wimi it calls "monkeying 
with the statute book." It is folly to 



attempt to rsgulste the lives of men 
and womon by ■^/^'ute Uw. A mar^n 
must .be le/t foc!^; tii^j" everclM of in- 
dividual judgment, and tho wider that 
margin is the better. 

All the legislation of tho Solons of 
Olympia is not of the grandmotherly 
kind. Our Seatitle contemporary says : 
"In many oases the propositions, which 
are moulded into the form ef legal en- 
actment, are but fliinsily disguised 
schemes for lolfish aggrandisement, but 
more frequently thoy make tho state u 
solemn and binding enactment of the 
author's narrow; bias and prejudice." 
The manoeuvres of those who are en- 
deavoring to engineer railroad bills 
through the legislature shows that the 
first part of our contemporary's critic- 
ism ia jitat. Thoss who are trying to 
get their pet projects through the 
House, and those, who are doing their 
best to kill other people's .pet projects, 
are creating as much confusion in Olym- 
pia as scheming politicians are in older 
centres of legislation." Let us hope 
that tEe legislators ot Washington Statu 
will grow wis^r ua they grow older, and 
that expurlenoe will convince some of 
the schemers that, after all, houesty is 
tho best ppltpjr. ; , 

EblTOBiAL COMMENTS. 

In any measure that is passed during 
tho present session for the preservation 
of game there should be a provision for- 
bidding the killing of elk for at least 
five years. The only elk that are left 
ar^,,to be found on the island of Van- 
couver. They were, once plentiful on 
the mainland, but they appear to have 
been totally exterminated. Tho elk 
still living on the island will Hdori .share 
the came fate if something is not done 
to preserve them from destruction. Thu 
measure that we recommend here is, in 
the opinion of -men who have voii- 
sidered the subject carefully, the only 
one that has any.' 'chance of proving 
effective. ;, 

Now that a permanent assessor and 
building inspector has been appointed 
would it not bo well for the City 
Council to make new regulations with 
respect to the erection of buildings 
within the city's limits ? .Should not 
each person proposing to build bo re- 
quired to notify the inspector and to 
send with the notiQcation a description 
of the ' building which he proposed to 
erect, with full particulars as to its 
dimensions, the materials to be used and 
tho probable cost t Such particulars 
when put on record « oiild be useful for 
reference in various ways, and would he 
a good guide in making assessments in 
the future. The building regulations 
might be revised with benefit to all 
concerned, and rules should be made 
with respect to tho amount of street 
obstrucliou allowable to builders, both 
as to the breadth of street tliey might 
occupy and the time that the obstruc- 
tion should be allowed to stand. What- 
ever regulations are made should be 
strictly and impartially carried out. 

It is beginning to be suspected that 
the revolution in Brazil has not ad- 
vanced tl'e cause of human freedom iu 
the slightest degree. The people of 
Brasil find that the revolutionists have 
dethroned a mild aud humane ruler who 
governed the country according to the 
constitution, to place in authority a 
military dictator who is neither wiser 
nor better than the Emperor he deposod 
and whose methods are very far from 
being constitutional. Tho people of 
Brazil were at first surprised into silence 
and acquiescence. They have had time 
since to get over the shock which 
Fonseca's "coup d'etat" caused, and 
they are no longer silent and 
acquiescent. There are indica- 
tions of uneasiness and discontent 
in many places, and the provisional 
Government is said to l^ve resorted to 
means the reverse of mild to quell re- 
volt and to prevent the- discontented 
giving expression to their complaints. 
The truth seems to be that neither the 
people nor the self-appointed rulers of 
Brazil are fit to work republican institu- 
tions. The great bulk of the people are 
extremely ignorant. They do not know 
what their rights as free men are, and 
if tliey did know, they are unfit to ex- 
ercise them. They want to be governed. 
They require institutions which will 
save them tho trouble of thinking and 
acting for themselves. They may rebel 
against Fon800,\'3 dictatorship, but it 
will 'oe only to place power in the 
hands of some other dictator. There 
are not enough republicans in Brazil to 
run a republic, and it is to be feared 
that the people have a stormy time 
ahead of them.
